GERMANS PUT LOSSES

ERMANY has lost about 
(11.000 men in the blitzkrieg

Nazi Commander Awaits Word 
From Hitler to Close Pincers 


On Allied Forces in Flanders 


Ypres, Scene of World 
War Battle, in Path of 
Drive Against 500,000 
Between Front and Sea.

WITH THE GERMAN ARMIES 
ON THE WESTERN FRONT, May 
22 (AP).—Colonel-General Walther 
von Reichenau waited in a peace- 
ful old castle today for a telephone 
call from Adolf Hitler which would 
send the powerful right wing of 
the German army westward against 
500,000 Allied troops in Flanders. 

The object: To drive back to- 
ward the English channel the 
forces which block a direct Nazi 
attack on England. 

Expressing confidence in the out- 
come, Gen. von Reichenau, while 
he waited, checked through his gen- 
eral staff plan once more. 


Ypres Again in Path. 


The West Flanders town of 
Ypres, whick the British soldiers 
of the first World War called 
“Wipers,” appeared to be one of 


those to be struck when the newly 
accumulated fury of the German 
mechanized forces is released. 

Hitler’s plan for encirclement of 
Paris presupposes this strong right 
wing movement in the southern 
sweep, and to Von Reichenau was 
entrusted the job of seeing it 
through. 

Von Reichenau’s challenge will 
be to the English, French and Bel- 
gian troops caught in the German 
pincers between the Nazi held posi- 
tions at Abbeville, at the mouth of 
the- Somme River in France, and 
Antwerp, big Belgian port.

If France Holds for Month It Will 
Be on Road to Victory, Reynaud Says 


PARIS, May 22 (AP).—Premier 
Reynaud declared today that if 
France can hold out for one month 
it will be “three quarters of the 
way to victory.” 

“And France will hold for what- 
ever time is necessary!” he pre- 
dicted, expressing confidence in 
the nation’s men at arme and their 
new commander, Gen. Maxime 
Weygand. 

The Premier told reporters he 
had just seen Weygand and said 
the new Allied generalissimo was 
“full of confidence” of ultimate vic- 
tory “if each man does his duty.”

“During last night large-scale 
bombing attacks were made on the 
enemy's main, lines of communica- 
tion through the Namur, Dinant 
and Aachen areas. Many bridges 
were blown up or rendered useless, 
and severe damage was done to 
marshaling yards and rail trans- 
ports. 

“Simultaneously, other large 
formations of bombers were  dis- 
patched to carry out operations on 
military objectives and key points 
in Rhenish Prussia.

Desperate Fighting. 

Meanwhile the pocketed Allied 
forces in Flanders and Northern 
France were fighting desperately to 
keep Germany's legions from win- 
ning their way to the channel for 
a direct attack on the British Isles.

Lesson of the Meuse. 


It was the failure of the French 
to destroy the River Meuse bridges, 
Premier Reynaud said yesterday, 
which permitted the Germans to 
advance so rapidly into France. 

Reynaud, after his gloomy speech 
of yesterday, declared today that 
if France can hold out for one 
month she will be “three quarters 
of the way to victory.” And 
France will hold out, he added. 

The heaviest fighting today was 
in a fire-scarred triangle north of 
the Somme, from Amiens to Arras 
to Abbeville, where German par- 
achutists descended yesterday with 
blazing torches, and eastward to

On the Lorraine front the French 
reported shelling three towns in 
German territory in retaliation for 
the German shelling of three towns 
behind the French lines.

HOOVER OPPOSLS 


U. §-DUTCH-BELGIAN 
TRADE PACTS STAND 


Says Suspension of Party AC- 
tion Means Start of 
Totalitarian Rule. 


American Officials to Await 
Time the Low Countries 
Again Are Independent. 


BOSION, May 22 (AP).—Former 
President Herbert Hoover record- 
ed his opposition last night to the 
creation of a coalition Government 
or adjournment of partisanship in 
the United States, maintaining *h:'t 
both the Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties must carry on as 
“a fundamental necessity to free 
Government unless we yield to dis- 
tatorship.” 

He made his position clear by 
authorizing Senator Tobey (‘Rep.), 
New Hampshire to make public a 
letter he wrote last fall.when Con- 
gress met in special session to 
write neutrality legislation. Tobey 
said the letter was written orig- 
inally and now released at his re- 
quest. 

Hoover said in his letter to To- 
bey that he presumed the “sugges- 
tion of coalition government’ was 
advanced “as a peacetime action to 
make a suspension of party action 
more complete,” and added 

“If it did what it implied, that 
is to suspend party action, it would 
mean one party government. It 
would be the start of totalitarian 
government. It would mean the 
suspension of all Democratic proc- 
esses.” 

At the same time, he said he did 
not have the “slightest objection” 
if the President desired to select 
Republicans for Cabinet posts “to 
obtain greater skill in the Cabinet 
or greater confidence for his ad- 
ministration.” Nor, he continued, 
would he object if the President 
sought advice from Republicans, 
or their counsel on what unity 
could be obtained on special ques- 
tions. 

“But,” Hoover added, “these in- 
dividuals would give this advice 
and sit in those pgsitions solely for 
their skill and merits. They would 
not be acting for their party.’ 

“Certainly, while we are at peace 
the Republican Party should lend 
its support to our opponents if 
they adhere to keeping this na- 
tion out of war and of preparing 
adequate defense for our country.’

WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP).— 
The American trade agreements 
with The Netherlands and Belgium, 
overrun by the Nazi army. will 
be permitted to stand without can- 
celation against the time both coun- 
tries once more are independent. 

A decision to this effect has been 
reached among Government offi- 
cials, informed sources said today. 

They pointed out that the trade 
situation with regard to the low 
countries was different from that 
of Czecho-Slovakia when it Was 
absorbed by Germany and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt suspended the Czech 
trade agreement. 

The latter was suspended to pre 
vent Germany from exporting te 
the United States Czech products, 
or even German products under the 
guise of Czech goods, and enjoying 
the tariff reductions under the 
trade agreement. 

But with the Allied blockade still 
in effect, officials do not look for 
any Dutch or Belgian exports to 
the United States or American ez- 
ports to the low cbuntries. 

Consequently, they feel that the 
two trade agreements can be left 
in effect without giving Germany 
anv a@vantage. Germany is not 
entitled to the tariff reductions un- 
der trade agreements granted to 
other countries because the Presi- 
dent found that the Reich discrim- 
inated against American goods 

The Netherlands and Belgium 
have been among the United States’ 
best customers. Total trade, import 
and export, between them and the 
United States amounted to $252,- 
600,000 in 1939. This does not in- 
clude trade with the Dutch East 
Indies, totaling $128,500,000, and 
with the Dutch possessions in the 
Western hemisphere. 

From a political viewpoint, of- 
ficials believe that the agreemerts 
should not be canceled. They argue 
that their contiguance is an en- 
couragement to the Low Countries 
as indicating the United States’ 
belief that Holland and Belgium 
again will be free. 


ARMY CONCENTRATES PLANES 
IN MANEUVERS FOR FIRST TEST 


Plans for Games Suddenly Changed 
to Permit Study of Tactics 
of German Campaign. 

CAMP BEAUREGARD, La., May 
22 ‘(AP).— The United States Army, 
for the first time in history, con- 
centrated its air power in one area 
today to study tactical problems 
based on the German lightning 
thrust into France and Belgium. 

Army commanders suddenly al- 
tered the plans for war games 
maneuvers to include action by 
hundreds of airplanes. Compara- 
tively few planes were used during 
the first two weeks of the maneu- 
vers. 

The planes were drawn from 
both the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts and other points and will 
be used in co-ordination with the 
70,000 infantry, cavalry, tank and 
artillery troops which have been 
been at mock war since May 6. 

it marks the first time the Gen- 
eral Headquarters Air Force has 
concentrated as an individual unit 
and its operation in conjunction 
with ground forces will provide the 
biggest military spectacie ever 
staged in this country.

The reason for these mistaken 
valuation is in both cases the same: 
neither then nor now have such 
observers understood that Germany 
is in a state of revolution, and that 
Hitler and Hitlerism are only the 
external manifestation of one par. 
ticular phase of that revolution. As 
long as the tide of this revolution 
\rose, Hitler and Hitlerism mounted 
with it; but they are doomed to dis- 
appear when the tide begins to ebb. 
They will be swept away by the 
same elementary current that car- 
ried them to the summits of power 
—the German Revolution. 


New Order Desired. 


What then is exactly this German 
‘Revolution? Without pretending 
ito give a detailed analysis in this 
short article, the general lines 
might be defined as the creation of 
‘a new order in economic, social and 
cultural domains. 

Ever since the beginning of our 
epoch a crisis has been undermin- 


,..jing old orders, a crisis that was 


complacently qualified as tempo- 
rary, but the gravity of which is 


\|to be found in the void it produced 


in the human soul, especially among 


;)\the youth. For 99 per cent of the 
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‘men of that period (I mean by that 
Germans between 1919 and 1939, but 
similar phenomena were to be ob- 
served in other European countries 
as well) life seemed to lack sense. 
And this is the profound cause of 
the crisis, which has led to a desire 
everywhere to create a new order. 
Unfortunately for Europe, while 
this fermentation of sentiments and 
ideas was beginning, the Bolshevik 
Revolution broke out in Russia, and 
exercised a powerful influence on 
Europeans. And it was above all 
Prussia (with which Russia has so 
many affinities—geographical, his- 
torical and even racial)—that be- 
came the vehicle for the propaga- 
tion of Bolshevist ideas, ideas which 
adapted themselves to the circum- 
stanes so readily that shortly after 
his book on the crisis, “The Decline 
of the Occident,” Oswald Spengler 
‘was able to publish another book, 
‘“Prussianism and Socialism.” 
| It is against this penetration into 
the German revolution of elements 
dominated by Bolshevism that I am 
fighting, together with Moeller van 
den Bruck, whose slogan is “We 
were Teutons, we are Germans, we 
Shall be Europeans!” And quite 
naturally he foresaw in the strug- 
gle, both the Hitler-Stalin coalition, 
and subsequent collaboration with 
the Western Democratic Powers. 


‘Where Hitler Stands. 


| In the light of these considera- 
tions, it is clear that the evolution 
of the German revolution had two 
schools of thought: Prusso-Bolshe- 
vik-Anti-European, whose most rep- 
resentative partisans were Oswald 


, Spengler and Ernst Junger, and the 


National-Socialist-Occidental, whose 
‘most authorized spokesmen were 
Rembrand-Deutschen and Moeller

Days ago—we cannot say just 
when—two of us lived through the 
most terrifying experience of our 
lifetimes at the hands of German 
planes. There was another night 
raid, this time by high-flying bomb- 
ers, ending in a zooming  dive- 
bombing attack on the row of build- 
ings in which we were living. As 
we stood on a little balcony trying 
to follow the droning planes over- 
head, the drone became a pounding 
roar; there was a shrill whistle of 
falling bombs, then, three terrific 
detonations, 200 yards from us. The 
two of us just had time to see the 
blast of the shells, then we were 
blown back into the room by con- 
cussion. 

Nobody will ever be able to paint 
a picture of what the troops and 
civilians have been going through 
in this most terrible of wars. One 
world-famous town was hit by 200 
bombs between noon and 1:30 
o’slock yesterday. Flames roared 
up into the sky and the center of 
the city was laid flat. Troops and 
refugees and ordinary civilians have 
been bombed until they are either 
almost immune to fear or, in some 
cases, are ditheri:.g with fright. 
We ourselves are caught between 
a sudden longing for St. Joseph, 
Mich., and a feeling that nothing 
that can happen will really make 
any difference.

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Justice Douglas, in the Bituminous Coal 
Case, Writes a Textbook of the Liberal 
Economic Philosophy Which Now Gov- 
erns Decisions of the Supreme Court. 


WASHINGTON, May 22. 

HE Supreme Court has again, 
T ana in the most unmistakable 

language, set out its concep- 
tion of the broad powers enjoyed 
by Congress under the commerce 
clause of the Constitution; af- 
firmed the right of Congress to im- 
pose penalty taxes in the exercise 
of its powers; preached the doc- 
trine of rigorous judicial self-re- 
straint in passing upon the acts 
of legislative bodies; depreciated 
judicial interference, beyond the 
strictest limits, with the work of 
administrative agencies. 

All this in the decision this week 
upholding the constitutionality of 
the Bituminous Coal Act, passed 
by Congress in 1937 as a substi- 
tute for the invalidated Guffey 
Coal Act. Justice Douglas read the 
opinion of the court, which was 
concurred in by all his colleagues 
except one. Justice McReynolds 
briefly expressed his conclusion 
that’ “the act under review is be- 
yond any power granted to Con- 
gress.” 


The coal act was passed for the 
regulation of the soft coal indus- 
try, whose history, in the words 
of Justice Douglas, has been 
“written in blood as well as ink.” 
Administration is through a com- 
mission, acting in conjunction with, 
but overtopping, boards of coal 
producers who accept the code pro- 
visions of the act. The heart of 
the act is the right of the commis- 
sion to fix prices, minimum and 
maximum. A penalty tax of 19% 
per cent is imposed on sales by 
producers who do not -ubscribe to 
the code. Any producer who, in 
the opinion of the commission, will- 
fully violates the code “ or any 
regulation made thereunder” may 
be deprived of his code member- 


course, said Justice Douglas in ef- 
fect, it is a penalty. “Clearly,” 
he said “this tax is not designed 
merely for revenue purposes. In 
purpose and effect it is primarily 
a sanction to enforce the regula- 
tory provisions of the act. But 
that does not mean that the statute 
is invalid and the tax unenforce- 
able. Congress may impose penal- 
ties in aid of the exercise of any 
of its enumerated powers. The pow- 
er of taxation . . . may be utilized 
as a sanction for the exercise of 
another power which is granted it. 
It is utilized here.” 


And again, with erspect to the 
powers of Congress over transac- 
tions in or directly affecting inter- 
state commerce: 


“The fixing of prices, the pro- 
scription of unfair trade practices, 
the establishment of marketing 
rules respecting such sa‘es of bitu- 
minous coal constitute regulations 
within the competence of Congress.

Conciliation and arbitration, rather than a prohi- 
bition of strikes, were employed to keep the wheels 
of industry moving. More than 1200 disputes, in- 
volving upwards of 700,000 workers, were brought 
before this body. Public opinion and Federal buy- 
ing power were behind the board and, with war 
drums rolling, it would have been deemed unpatriotic 
to accuse the board of “regimentation.” 

And this board was only one of 13 agencies created 
during the war period for the settlement of in- 
dustrial disputes. Perhaps more important, because 
it became a permanent agency, 
Railroad Wage Commission.

Federal administrator, Judge Samuel Alschuler of 
Chicago, and won the basic eight-hour day as well 
as several substantial wage increases.

What is already too cruelly clear, how- 
ever, is the battle’s lesson. After a week of 
desperately watching the news come in, @ 
weary army officer put it: “At least we 
know now that the time for incredulity is 
past. We must believe the worst we hear, 
and prepare for it as best we may.” 

It is incredulity, pure and simple, which 
has put the Allies at such a fearful disad- 
vantage in this war for the world. The 
Allies have been unable to mobilize their 
forces for counter-attack by day, because the 
Germans, commanding the air, could spy 
out the concentrations and send bombers 
roaring over to destroy them. 

The thousands of German tanks have 
crashed against the weakest points in the 
Allied lines, because the German planes fly- 
ing free over the Allied armies, have direct- 
ed them by radio. The Allies’ anti-tank 
guns have proved too weak to pierce the 
German tank armor. More than 3000 old 
French 75s, left over from the last war, 
have had to be rushed to the front to be used 
at short range, yet even this desperate effort 
may not halt the German tanks’ advance. 

This German command of the air, this 
German power to send mechanized units 
smashing through al resistance—two fac- 
tors which may perhaps decide the fate of 
the whole world—are the penalties of in- 
credulity.

The German army has at least 11, and 
probably 12, heavily mechanized divisions. 
The. French and British armies combined 
have only three lightly and two heavily mech- 
anized divisions. In the air, American 
authorities now estimate the German-Allied 
ratio of bombing power as at least four to 
one. Even in fighter and pursuit planes, on 
which the Allies have concentrated their re- 
armament, the Germans are still better off. 
And all these facts have been available, from

Even the nature of the German plan of 
attack was on record—the succeeding waves 


of tanks scattering the defense, the motor- | 


ized infantry rushing up to occupy the new 
salient, the regular troops moving up to 
free the mechanized forces for another as- 
sault, and overhead the planes, finding 
weaknesses, preventing counter-attacks, lay- 
ing down the advance barrage of bombs. 

But the Allied leaders preferred to believe 
the comfortable counselors, who said no 
army in the world could possess such vast 
mechanized power as the Germans were re- 
ported to be building. 

The French air arm was allowed to be- 
come completely disorganized. The British 
Air Ministry was well known to be one of 
the most inefficient in Whitehall. The 
French said tanks could do nothing against 
the Maginot line. The crack British cav- 
alry regiments resisted mechanization to 
the last and tried to ignore it when it was 
forced upon them. When the war came, 
some of these mechanized cavalry regiments 
were actually wearing spurs when not on 
duty, and in at least one of them the com- 
mand, “Water your horse,” was the signal 
for refueling the machines, 


Even if the great battle now in progress 
does not prove decisive, there are still grave 
dangers ahead. We have still to see the 
mass bombing attacks on England, by which 
the Germans frankly hope to destroy British 
war production and make British ports un- 
usable. And there is still in the offing the 
possibility of another German attack 
through Switzerland, and:of Italy’s entry 
into the war. 

It is now reliably stated that a promise 
to enter the war if the Germans attacked 
the Swiss ‘was part of Mussolini’s bargain 
with Hitler at Brenner Pass. Only last 
Wednesday, 
French Ambassador, Count Rene de Saint 
Quentin, is reported to have warned our 
State and Treasury departments that his 
Government expected the Italians to go in. 


If they do, there will be another 6000 planes | 


against the inadequate Allied air force. 
In truth, this is the zero hour, when the 


victory of the men of mud and blood looms | 


horribly before us. It may not come. Every 
American who loves and believes in what 
his country stands for is praying that it 
will not come. But meanwhile, every Amer- 
ican should learn the lesson of the penalties 
of incredulity, and should demand that this 
country, at least, prepare for the worst. 


Plan to Undo a Hard: Won Reform

The theory behind this, apparently, is 
that, now that Congress convenes in Jan- 
uary instead of March, voting in November 
doesn’t give enough time for authorities to 
settle contested elections, for new members 
to get used to the fact that they are going 
to Washington and for leaders to get them-

The main argument in favor of eliminat- 
ing the lame duck session, as we recall, was 
that the interval between elections and the 
actual sitting of the new Congressmen was 
too long. It was argued that, if Congress 
is to be truly responsive to the popular will, 
it ought to sit as soon as possible after being 
elected.

Disquieting Reports. 


That important decisions are be- 
ing taken in Great Britain seems 
unquestionable. Few who are ac- 
quainted with the characters of 
the Prime Minister, of Sir Edmund 
Ironside, of Viscount Gort will 
doubt that the decision will be to 
go on fighting in France, to keep

Back From Two Years in Africa 


Henri Rush, Jr., St. Louis Architect, Tells of Building Boom at Johannesburg 


By Marguerite Martyn 


OUTH AFRICA would seem to 
Sr an ideal place for a young 

architect to live and prosper if 
he did not have a charming young 
wife, a 3year-old son, whom he 
has not seen in two years, and a 
home set in a lovely garden calling 
him back. 

Henri Rush Jr., had all three of 
these things to make him homesick, 
so after two years in Africa he has 
returned to his native St. Louis. 
Deeply tanned, bare feet thrust into 
sandals, he was taking his ease in 
one of the tree and shrub embow- 
ered spots in the six-acre garden at 
his home, 1155 South Geyer road, 
Kirkwood, when I called to see him. 
His wife was at his side and his 
son, Henri III, was on his knee. 
Rush was glad to be home. 

Nevertheless, he had enthusiastic 
memories of his stay in South 
Africa. 

“Johannesburg, for example,” he 
said, “with a white population of 
25,000, has architecture comparable 
to that of a city of 1,000,000. Prac- 
tically nothing is more than five 
years old. They think nothing of 
tearing down a fine building no 
older than that to erect something 
newer, better and bigger in its 
stead. With so much change, prog- 
ress and wealth, naturaily architec- 
ture is anything but co.servative, 
You can extend yourself, go to dar- 
ing extremes in modernism.” 


The wealth, chiefly from gold, 
diamond and copper mines, he ex- 
plained, is distributed acsong a 
population of only 2,00C900 Afri- 
kanders and Europeans, 18 ail white 
settlers are known, scattered over 
an area two-thirds .s large as the 
United States 

“Almost nobody is poor,” he said. 
“Standards of living are high. Even 
those whites in the humoplest posi- 
tions have aative servants to do 
all manual work.” 

The climate of Johannesburg at 
he de- 
clared to be ideal. The tempera- 
ture rarely gets above 85 and never 
is more than a light topcoat need- 
ed on the coldest winter evenings. 
“Among English speaking people 
who comprise 40 per cent of the 
white population, there is a delight- 
fully cordial social life.” 

Rush left the office here, where 
he was in partnership with his 
father, Henri Rush Sr., at a time 


when there seemed to be almost no 
building business for architects. 

“I thought it would be a good 
time to do some traveling, study- 
ing, getting new ideas, as I think 
an architect should do,” he said. 
“I went first to England, then to 
Germany, to Munich, in fact, ar- 
riving there simultaneously with 
Mr. Chamberlain at the time of 
the crisis—and neither of us seems 
to have done the situation any 
good,” he laughed. 

“Then I headed for South Africa, 


where in contrast to the rest of 
the world, I found business thriv- 
ing. I joined an architectural firm 
at first, then set up my own office. 
Now I am back again—raring to 
go ahead here.” 

“Tell about the thatched roofs,” 
suggested his wife. 

“They use a lot of thatching in 
South Africa with their long 
grasses,” he said. “With our ex- 
tremes of climate here there is a 
lot of interest’ in insulation. 
Thatching is the ideal insulation. I 


was much impressed with the way 
thatched roofs stand up under the 
terrific electrical storms and beat- 
ing rains of South Africa. Natives 
do the work there but it would 
be impossible to induce one of them 
to come to this country. 
have arrangements with two Dutch 
thatchers to come and help me 
introduce thatched roofs here. But 
they stopped in Holland, so no- 
body knows where they may be 


today.”

“Gener- 
ally they are the last to arrive at 
a point in their own development 
where they can trust themselves 
to build a house to entirely suit 
themselves. Our idea was to wreck 
this ‘house and build a new one, but 
we keep on living here, putting off 
the undertaking.”

The beginnings of bad posture 
are laid during very early life. Al- 
ways hold a baby so that its back 
is supported. A cramped position 
may start to make the back 
crooked. Round shoulders may be- 
gin by clothes that pull on the neck 
and shoulders. 


Example is the best teacher. Ba- 
bies are great imitators, When they 


begin to walk, if the mother or 
father is stooped or round-should- 
ered, they will tend to do the same. 

Poor posture may be due to 
trouble with the feet or legs, caus- 
ing a tilt to the pelvis, and hence 
a curved position for the spine. 
Bow-legs and’ knock-knees_ should 
be treated on advice from the doc- 
tor. Don’t let them run on. All 
babies’ legs are bowed at first, but 
when they begin to crawl and walk 
they straighten up. Rickets may 
cause bow-legs; hence a regulation 
of the diet helps posture. 

Strong muscles and strong bones 
are the best guarantees of good 
posture. Exercise of all the mus- 
cles and joints should be carried 
out systematically. With the baby 
in bed, move the legs—knees, hips 
and ankles. Lift him up by his fin- 
gers. Put him on his face and raise 
his legs so that the back is moved 
in all directions. He will think it is

There is no set place for the or 
gans inside the abdomen. When 
one considers the number and va- 
riety of the abdominal organs and 
the flexibility of the abdominal 
wall, it is no wonder that displace- 
ments are common. 

Fallen stomach, which is always 
associated with dropped intestines, 
gives symptoms of dyspepsia in 
which distaste for food is a promi- 
nent symptom, with constipation 
and bloating regular accompani- 
ments. 

Mechanical derangements being 
best treated by mechanical means, 
enteroptosis, which is the technical 
name for dropping of the abdomi- 
nal organs, is no exception to this 
rule. Exercises to strengthen the 
sagging abdominal walls, and a full 
diet to put extra “padding” inside 
the abdomen around the organs 
are plainly sensible methods of 
treatment, Mechanical support of 
the abdomen by corsets is strongly 
ddvised. 

“I have known patients,” wrote 
Dr. William Hanna Thomson, of 
New York, “who have been so re- 
duced that they were unable to at- 
tend to their ordinary duties of 
life, with general impairment of 
health and nutrition who were re- 
stored by the employment of a belt 
to a condition of excellent health. 
One patient wore a belt 14 months, 
gained 40 pounds in weight, and 
was completely cured.”

He’s Here to Act Before the Home Folks 


Vincent Price Admits Being Nervous About Appearing Before Large Audiences at Muny Opera. 


By Clarissa Start 


INCENT PRICE,, the home 
Viown boy who became every- 

one’s favorite success story sev- 
eral years back by nabbing for his 
American acting debut the role op- 
posite Helen Hayes in “Victoria 
Regina,” and then loping off to 
Hollywood to add the St. Louis 
touch to pictures, is back in town, 
and the local contingent will be 
happy to know that he is still an 
awfully nice guy without a single 
rg halo or California com- 
plex. 
“Yes, the boy is back,” his father 
told us when we arrived at his 
home, 6320 Forsythe boulevard, 
“and right now he’s either sunning, 
sleeping, or eating us out of house 
and home.” 

At the moment, Price Jr. was 
sleeping but he soon appeared on 
the sun porch and woke up prac- 
tically immediately at the first 
mention of his reason for being 
here—his role in “The American 
Way,” the opening Municipal Opera 
production. 

“It was timely when it was writ- 
ten,” he said enthusiastically, “but 
oh boy, is it timely now. Person- 
ally, I think it’s the best part I’ve 
had since Prince Albert in Victo- 
ria. In it, you know, I play the 
part of a German immigrant, Martin 
Gunther, who comes to this coun- 
try in 1896, and the story is simply 
his life up to 1939. Yes, I'll get to 
use that German accent again, al- 
though it’ll have to be a little thick- 
er this time, as the Prince was edu- 
cated by the English. I'll also have 
to work on it—I tried it out on the 
train coming here and found I was 
sounding like Weber and Fields. 

“It’s very funny,” he continued, 
“that I should get those roles when 
there’s no one German in my fam- 
ily except the dachshunds. More- 
over, I’ve been in only one play as 
an American although in this one 
I get my paperg before it’s over. 
My friends call me the Englishman 
from St. Louis, and because I 
played in London before coming 
here, a lot of people have the idea 
I am English. They’ve even had 
the authorities checking up to see 
how long I'd been here.” 

Just to clear matters up ohce and 
for all, Price is very much a local 
product. The youngest of four chil- 
dren—he has a brother, Mortimer 
Price, and two sisters, Mrs. Reed 
Fenton and Mrs. Samuel Gay—he 
went to Community School, Coun- 
try Day, and Yale. Although his 
father was president of the Na- 
tional Candy Co. here, he has de- 
cided there was more sugar in 
acting; at any rate, he knew that 
was what he wanted to do. But in 
New York producers showed a de- 
pressing tendency to disagree with 
him and he found out, as the poet 
said, that the saddest words of 
tongue or pen are, “I'll call you— 
I don’t know just when.” 

After a fruitless Broadway 
search, during which time he 
worked driving a bus for a boys’ 
school, he went abroad to study, 
to Vienna—where he picked up the 
aforementioned accent from Ger- 
man students who tried out their 
bad English on him—and then to 
London, where he worked at the 
Gate Theater, without pay. At the 
Gate he heard of the tryouts for 
“Victoria Regina,” got the role of 
Prince Albert, was seen by Produc- 
er Gilbert Miller who brought 
the play to America, and the rest 
—after 600 performances of Victo- 
ria—might modestly be called his- 
tory. 

“I can’t figure out if it was the 
bést thing that ever happened to 
me or the worst,” Price reflected. 
“A role like that makes you a good 
target ever after because you sim-

Parts like Albert just aren’t writ- 
ten every day.” 

At the close of Victoria, Price, 
on Helen Hayes’ advice, did not 
go on tour with the show but played 
a summer in stock, doing a dif- 
ferent play each week, for the ex- 
perience. 


“Then in 1938 I went to Holly- 
wood and loved it,” Price went on. 
“Or maybe I just like to work. I 
didn’t like it so much at first be- 
cause they gave me the typical Hol- 
lywood run-around. I played a sim- 
ple country boy in my first picture 
and they made me buy $1000 worth 
of clothes—some very classy cut, 
you know. Then they tried to fit 
me into a mold, like they do every- 
one. They send you toa tailor 
who charges tremendous prices and 
says, ‘This will make you look just 
like Gary Cooper or Clark Gable.’ 
It never occurs to them to make 
you look like yourself. Also I'd 
grown a wonderful mustache, the 
first one that had ever come in all 
one color, and they made me shave 
that off, and then pasted one on 
that was exactly like it except that 
it had more hairs than any man—I 
don’t care who he is—could ever 
grow. 

“The last picture of the six I 
made is ‘Brigham Young’ which 
hasn’t been released yet. In ‘fact 


at the rate they’re going it won’t 
be released till I’m an old man. 
My favorite of all the pictures was, 
‘The Invisible Man Returns.’ It was 
the most successful and the tricks 
were very interesting, except that 
the one that took us 10 hours to 
do ran exactly 50 seconds on the 
screen.”

Asparagus and Macaroni au Gratin 

(cost about 28c) 

One eight-ounce package maca- 
roni, one-fourth cup butter, one- 
fourth cup flour, two cups milk, 
one tablespoon chopped onion, one 
tablespoon lemon juice, one tea- 
spoon salt, two cups cooked or 
canned asparagus, cut in one-inch 
pieces; one-fourth cup buttered 
breadcrumbs. 

Break macaroni in one and one- 
half or two inch lengths and drop 
into two or three quarts rapidly 
boiling salted water; cook until 
tender, about 20 minutes. Drain. 
Meanwhile, melt butter, blend in 
flour, and add milk; cook over di- 
rect heat, stirring constantly, until 
sauce boils and thickens. Add 
onion, lemon juice and salt. Place 
alternate layers of macaroni and 
asparagus in a buttered casserole, 
pouring a portion of the white 
sauce over each layer. Have white 
sauce on top, and sprinkle with 
the buttered crumbs. Bake in a 
moderate oven (375 degrees Fah- 
renheit) about 20 minutes, or until 
crumbs are nicely toasted. Serves 
five.

Bidding Hand

EAR MR. CULBERTSON:

“The bidding, I am sure, is not 
all that an expert would expect, 
even from a dub, but it actually 
happened. What is more, the pe- 
culiar contract was fulfiled as fol- 
lows. North led the king and queen 
of clubs. Declarer ruffed the sec- 
ond and led a low diamond to the 
jack. He returned to his hand 
with the heart king, and laid down 
the ace and queen of spades. North 
won and led another club. De- 
clarer ruffed and cashed the spade 
jack, leaving the high trump in 
South’s hands. Now another dia- 
mond finesse settled matters. The 
defenders never could take more 
than one club and two trump tricks. 
We all would very much like to 
have your comments on the bidding 
and your opinion as to what the 
final contract should have been.— 
Ss. F. W., New York.”

It is a very easy matter, after 
looking at the East-West hands as 
a unit, to decide that the final 
contract should have been six dia- 
monds, since 12 tricks would have 
been readily available as the cards 
lay. It is quite another matter, 
however, to suggest bidding where- 
by East-West could have reacnea 
that delectable spot, and indeed 
it is highly questionable that they 
could or should have done so, in- 
asmuch as the slam depended on 
an excellent break in diamonds and 
hearts. 

As a matter of fact, it would be 
difficult to lay out hands offering 
more troublesome problems of bid- 
ding than these particular East- 
West hands. After North’s opening 
club bid, East is immediately up 
against it for a perfect overcall. 
One heart does not represent his 
potential strength but, on the oth- 
er hand, two hearts would be a 
drastic overbid. As the lesser of 
two evils we must settle on the 
one heart call. When this reaches 
West, he, too, has a problem, One 
spade is an underbid; two spades 
an overbid. I submit the following 
sequence as the best that can be 
offered under the circumstances, 
again stressing the fact that I am 
not completely satisfied with the 
bids I recommend: 
North East 
1 club 1 heart 
2ciubs(?) 2 diamonds 
Pass 4 hearts Pass 
Pass Pass 

It will be observed that East has 
a brain-twisting problem to solve 
after West's three spade bid. I am 
well aware that my suggested four 
heart bid is far from ideal, but 
what better action can be taken? 
East has too much strength to let 
the contract hang one short of 
game. A three no trump bid al- 
most certainly would bring a four 
spade rebid from West who, after 
that call, could not be expected 
to realize that East was complete- 
ly void of spades. A four diamond 
bid, on a four card suit and a 
minor at that, certainly would be 
more misleading than the rebid of 
hearts. Thus, of all evils, I prefer 
the heart rebid. When this reaches 
West, he should take the contract 
back to diamonds on the theory 
that East’s heart rebid may have 
been somewhat forced by the cir- 
cumstances and that the K-2 is not 
sufficient support, particularly in 
view of the fact that West’s hand 
probably will be forced to ruff 
clubs. Five diamonds is the best 
contract East-West can expect to 
reach and, as I have pointed out, 
is high enough considering all the 
hazards.
